Radium TellsAge Of Earth 


Radium . having’ disclosed:a ‘source 
of heat not. known before, upsets all 
calculations of the earth’s present age, 
based upon its suppoeed rate of cooling, 
is the belief of Lord Rayleigh, expressed 

fore thie British association at Nadin- 
btirgh, and recorded in the Daily Mail. 

Most of the eminent members of. the 
association met to discuss the snbject of 
the earth’s longevity, and in turn 
physicists, “aetronomers and. geologists 
gave their views, which varied much 
less than used to be the case. They all 
believed that the earth is quite dread- 
fully old.and will last to be incalculably 
older, tor example, than Lord Kelvin 
thought. © 

Lord Rayleigh, who led the Brain: 
indicated the importance of. radium 
evidence, by pointing out that the 
element uraniom charges into radium 
and through radiam into one of. the 
two sorts of lead.
